down their arms and making no effort 
to save standards or baggage. Most 
of the Chinese fled to the northwest. 


Although the Japanese loss was but 


100 killed, the Chinese left more than 
3,000 dead and dying-in and around the 
town. All the enemy's war material 
was captured. The town caught fire 
during the fight, and before night was 
burned to the ground.

THE "NEGRO EXODUS. 


Alabama Fields I*ft to Care for Them- 


-selveB—Homeeeekens from North 


era States. 


EUTAW, Ala., March 
11.—Within 


about forty days 500 negroes have 
emigrated from Greeue county to Mex- 
ico and 
several hundred are now 


awaiting arrival of trains to take 
them away. They are sacrificing their 
mules, horses, cattle, etc , to enable 
them to go, and renters are leaving 
plantations they have leased for this 
.year. Owing to the late date other 
renters cannot be obtained to make 
the crop. This means much loss to the 
landowners and to the railroads, as 
the corn and cotton will not be grown 
to freight away. 


Much excitement exists here among 


landowners over the negro exodus, but 
it is probable that a great deal of the 
land will be taken by emigrants from 
Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota, Illinois, 
Indiana and other states, and about 
sixty homeseekers, from Tippecanoe 
county, Ind., are shortly coming to 
Eutaw to select and purchase planta- 
tions for their future homes. Owing 
to the excited condition of the white 
people it is not probable that further 
efforts will be made by the railroad 
people or by the paid immigrant agents 
to induce the negroes to emigrate to 
Mexico.

DEEDS OF DARING ON THE DEEP 


Suitably Rewarded by the Life Saving 


Benevolent Aisoclatlon of New Yojrk. 
NEW YOBK, March 11 —There was an 


interesting event on the saloon deck of 
the big steamship Teutonic yesterday 
morning when her commander, Capt. 
Cameron, presented medals to the six 
men who comprised the crew of the 
lifeboat that went to the rescue and 
saved the lives of nine men, the crew 
of the foundering schooner Jessie 
Reeves in midocean, on Februarys 
last.

name of Fourth Officer Orton. Mate 
Orton was in command of the lifeboat 
that put out to the rescue of the 
Eeves' crew.

The Republican Minority. 


Senator Platt: of Connecticut, who is 


still in Washington, in an interview re- 
lating to the action of the minority in 
the short session of Congress just ad- 
adjourned says: 


Disclaiming any right to speak for the 


Republican party, many Republicans 
felt that no good could come from any 
legislation which the Democrats might 
attempt with reference to public mat- 
ters. To consent to any tariff legislation 
was to farther im peril the industries of 
the country, and other measures which 
they were determined to pass were very 
objectionable from the standpoint of the 
public interest. The Republicans, there- 
fore, determined that, as in their judg- 
ment there would be no wise legislation, 
there (should be as little legislation as 
possible on important subjects. Those 
who did not believe in the free coinage 
of silver were ready at all times to aid in 
the passage of any safe and wise finan- 
cial measure which might be brought 
forward by the minority, but, aside 
from this, their policy has been that of 
prevention of bad legislation, and I think 
it has been pretty successfuly accom- 
plished. 


It was not, the time anything was to 


be gained by proposing legislation, for, 
with a Democratic majority in Congress 
and a Democratic President, nothing 
that Republicans might propose would 
be adopted. So the session has been 
necessarily devoted to routine and local 
business and the passage of the appro- 
priation bills. 


Sometimes we have, in the estimation 


of the public, stood on thin ice, as it 
were, making it doubtful whether the 
appropriation bills could all be passed 
and an extra session avoided. It is, per- 
haps, not too much to say, however, that, 
although the Republicans were in a de- 
cided minority in the Senate, they were 
during the whole session in practical 
control of the order and conduct of busi- 
ness. 


The next House will be Republican, 


but we shall not have a Republican 
majority in the Senate, and there will 
be a Democratic President. Much will 
doubtless be expected in the way of pro- 
posing legislation to relieve the distressed 
condition of the country—I fear too 
much. We shall be almost as powerless 
for the promotion of action in the nexf 
Congress as we have been in the present. 
Very little can be accomplished until 
after 1896, when we hope the Republi- 
cans will be in power in all branches 
of the Government. If the measures 
the consideration of which has been 
blocked should be brought forward in 
the next Congress, they will doubtless 
come in a shapeless mass calculated to 
do mischief. The financial situation 
may improve. We hope for bimetallism, 
and we also hope for improved business 
conditions. If we should succeed in se- 
curing bimetal'ism, that would settle 
the trouble, and we would do much to 
diminish the friction which now prevails 
with references to the silver question. 


An Ignominious Failure. 


The, end of the Fifty-third congress 


was the end of a congress that rode into 
power on the most earnest pledges that 
should the Democratic party succeed to 
full power the whole country would be 
benefited by the policies it would enact 
into law. It proposed to remove the 
burden of taxation from the shoulders of 
the people and give the manufacturing 
industries of the country a healthy 
growth and secure to all the people hap- 
piness, prosperity and contentment. 
It 


not only failed to keep these pledges but 
forced the business of the country into 
prostration and the working people into 
idleness and lower wages, and utterly 
failed to remove any burdens. It has 
drained the public treasury, and in- 
creased the bonder! debt of the govern- 
aient to meet current expenses which it 
has taken no pains to make less. It is 
no wonder that people rejoiced when 
the term of that congress ended. Re 
ferring to this the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat very aptly remarks: 


Wall Street's "oldest inhabitant" re- 


ports that the demonstrations on the 
Stock Exchange and in the other finan- 
cial and speculative agencies in New 
York last Monday at the death of the 
Fifty-third congress exceeded in extent 
and heartiness everything else in that 
line in his recollection. The joy, however, 
was not confined to those institutions, 
or to New York alone. It was and is 
felt all over the country. Cannon were 
fired in some cases in jubilation, and 
several legislatures passed resolutions of 
thanks No event since the surrender 
of Lee and the closing of the civil war 
appears to have aroused such raptures 
as were called out by the retirement of 
that discredited congress. The private 
rejoicing, of course, was less demonstra- 
tive, but it was fully as deep and as 
lasting. Everybody felt that the cause 
of most of the country'B recent financial 
woes had been buried from the sight of 
man and that its power for ill was 
ended.

CAPTURED A WHALE. 


an •'Old Settler" OS the Mawaclmett. 


Coast Captured bjr » Nahant Crew. 


BOSTON, March 11.—A whale about 


seventy-five feet in length and evi- 
dently an old settler was killed off 
Nahant Saturday by a picked crew of 
experienced men made up in Nalii-nt 
for the purpose. The whale had been 
reported by several parties during the 
past few weeks, and Friday night two 
fisherman, who were out in their boat, 
were forced to make a hurried retreat 
to the shore in order to escape undue 
familial it/on the part of bis whale- 
shir- 
Saturday's whaling1 party sighted 


the monster about a quarter of a mile 
off shore and proceeding cautiously 
were able to get near enough to strike 
him just behind the head with a har- 
poon. The whale, Widdenly, stung, 
threw up his huge tail and disappeared 
in a whirlpool of green water. To the 
harpoon was fastened about thirty 
fathoms of line on the end of which 
was a stout cask. This was thrown 
overboard and in a moment it was 
whisked out of sight by the whale in 
his efforts to escape. 


The whale came to the surface about 


a mile from where he had gone down, 
swimming1 round and round, seem- 
ing to have the twine wound round 
him. The hunters layoff and watched 
his struggles, which made the water 
boil. 


After awhile he quieted down so 


that the whalers were able to get 
within ten yards of him and put a 
charge of slugs and bullets into his 
head from an old-fashioned flint lock 
and a duck gun that soon had him 
floating belly-up and stone dead. The 
body was then towed to a point near 
Little Nahant beach, from which point 
it is the intention to tow it as close in 
shore as possible. 


The whale is evidently an old one, 


as he is half covered with seaweed. 
Deeply imbedded in his back was an 
ancient harpoon, badly rusted, but 
with the inscription "Hiram K. Swain," 
Nantucket, 1853,"' still legible.

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON 


Slightly Better Yesterday, bnt Still a Very

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 10.—Gen. 


Harrison's condition was somewhat 
improved to-day, though he suffered 
considerably from pain ia the chest 
and head. He was stronger, but the 
'gain was slight, being retarded by the 
low fever, which is one of the grip 
symptoms. 


During the day he suffered from 


pleuratic pains, which occurred at 
short intervals. There has been little 
relief from his cold and the grip symp- 
toms have been almost as pronounced 
as on yesterday, being attended by a 
susceptibility to chilly sensation when- 
ever changing his position in bed.

THE SOUTH POLE. 


Dr..Cook's New Plan tor Aooom- 


COKQUEST OF THE ANTARCTIC REGIOH 


Expects to Start in September Next for 


• Two Years* Cruise—Thinks It 


Not Impossible to Find Peo- ' 


pie Living There. 


NKW YORK, March 11.—Dr. Frederick 


Cook, the well-known explorer, has 
come forward with a new plan for ac- 
complishing the conquest of the ant- 
arctic region. With a small band of 
scientists he expects to sail from New 
York September 1 next and it may be 
three years before the expedition re- 
turns. This project was for the first 
time publicly announced Saturday 
evening by the doctor himself in an 
extended paper read before the geo- 
graphical section of the Brooklyn In- 
stitute of Arts and Sciences. 


Dr. Cook has succeeded in enlisting 


the active support of various scientific 
bodies and of private individuals as 
well iu his scheme. There is no doubt 
that the sum necessary to fit and send 
out the expedition—825,000—will be 
completely subscribed within a short 
time. 


Instead of employing a steam whal- 


er, as last year's programme called 
for. Dr. Cook expects to secure two 
sailing vessels, sealers, of about 100 
tons burden apiece. Sealers of this 
capacity are only 100 feet or so long, 
but they are staunch craft, fairly 
rapid sailers and superior for ice 
work. The provisioning will be for 
three years, although the intention is 
to return in twenty-four months. 


The scientific corps will comprise 


only five persons, including the leader. 
It will take the vessels three months 
to sail the odd 6,000 miles from New 
York to the Gulf of Erebus and Ter- 
ror. 
The antartic summer will be 


commencing when this rendezvous is 
reached. If a clear sea presents itself 
a further southing will be attempted. 
Otherwise the expedition will disem- 
bark. 


After erecting a substantial wooden 


bouse for a headquarters, observations 
will commence. Later on sledging 
parties will set out over the inland ice 
to explore as much of the antarctic 
continent as possible. For the first 
four months no lamplight will bo 
needed. 


No special attempt will, for various 


reasons, be made to hoist the Stars 
and Stripes to the top of the south 
pole. Incidentally it may remarked 
that the anarctic continent comprises 
an estimated area of 8,000,000 square 
miles, a sixth of the entire surface of 
the globe. So far as known the only 
inhabitants are icebergs, glaciers, 
whales, seals, penfrnins and some 
other animals. 


In the course of his remarks Dr. 


Cook referred to the discovery by Capt. 
Larsen, of the Dundes sailing fleet, 
who found on Cape Seymour, in lati- 
tude 64 south, about fifty balls, appar- 
ently made by human hands, of sand 
and clay, and perched upon pillars con- 
structed of the some material. 


"This is the first evidence," said Dr. 


Cook, "of human existence in the 
antarctic. To my mind human habita- 
tion on the antarctic shores is not im- 
possible, nor do I deem it by any means 
improbable to find there an isolated 
tribe of men, feeding and dressing 
from the liberal sea farms." 


At the conclusion of the address 


steps were taken to appoint a commit- 
tee of the section which will assist Dr. 
Cook to send out his expedition. 


Dr. Cook is still a young man, being 


under 30. In 1SU1-92 he was the suf- 
geon and ethnologist of Lieut. Perry's 
first expedition to the north. lie has 
gone to the arctic twice since.

statement, in Girty's 
handwriting, 


purporting to be a compilation of ex- 
tracts from ledger B.

Obscuration of the Moon Sunday 


Wight—A Pretty Sight. 


The astronomers told us we would 


have a total eclipse of the moon Sunday 
night, and it was no lie. The shadow of 
the earth came on the face of the 
luminous queen of night on time, pre- 
ceded by a beautiful rainbow in the 
zenith of the heavens. The rain- 
bow lingered 
but 
a short time, 


however, not to exceed four minutes. 
It appeared at 7:20 and was a beau- 
tiful crescent, and was seen and ad- 
mired by hundreds of people. Every- 
body was mooning last night, and the 
chief wonder was that scientists could 
tell with such nicety the exact time of 
the obscuration, and could declare in 
advance that the face of the moon would 
be of a copper-colored tint. The moon 
was closely watched for several hours.

movements of the moon and that of the 
earth in its orbit at average intervals of 
eighteen years, ten days, and the sun re- 
turn to almost exactly the same relation 
to one another, and thus is formed a 
cycle within which eclipses, both lunar 
and aolar are repeated. This eighteen 
year cycle is thought to have been the 
means by which they were able to pre 
diet eclipses. It is still made use of by 
astronomers as the basis of their more 
exact calculations. There will be this 
year five eclipses—three of the sun, al 
of which will be partial and invisible 
from our standpoint, and two of the 
moon, that of last evening, and a second 
also visible to use on the 3d of Septetu 
ber next. In 1877, eighteen years ago, 
there were like-wise five eclipses, thai 
which corresponds with the one that we 
witnessed last night having occurred on 
the 27th of February of that year.

Baltic Canal 


BEI1G PREPARED FOR BY THE KAISER. 


The Influenza'* Deadly WorkGreal— 


Expectation*—The Old Emperor- 


Open to the Public—Died—Will 


Mairy Hi* Senior, Etc. 


BEBI is, March 11.— The preparations 


lor the opening of the North sea and 
Baltic ;anal arc on a prand ^calc. The 
activity all along the line from Kiel to 
the North sea shows that the emperor 
intend), to celebrate the occasion with 
a series of splendid fetes lasting a 
week. 


The emperor is superintending per- 


sonally most of the arrangements, 
which are »till incomplete. On Satur- 
day he telegraphed orders to Kiel that 
the royal reception rooms in the new 
Kiel station be decorated and fitted 
oat after the style of the state rooms 
in the imperial yacht Hoheniollern. 
Before the inauguration ceremonies he 
will again traverse part of the canal 
with several warships to inspect the 
locks, harbors and forts, and rehearse 
briefly the whole programme as he de- 
«ire& to nee it carried out. Humor has 
thrown some doubt on the date of tie 
openin ?. 


The prolonged cold "weather had 


hindered the completion of the work, 
it was said, and the canal would not 
be in condition before July for the 
passage of the large war ships. All 
this .is untrue. The emperor visited 
all the locks as far us Ltrunsbuettel on 
Thursday and then conferred with the 
chief engineers, who assured him that 
there was no possible obstacle in the 
way of opening the canal on the orig- 
inal dcte. 


The Hamburg banquet will be held 


on the evening of June 19. The cli- 
n>ax of the celebration would be the 
reception of the emperor with a squad- 
ron at Kiel on the 20th. The welcom- 
ing fle«'t will include war vessels rep- 
resenting all the great navies of the 
world, all the excursion steamers of 
the neur-by ports and a host of yachts 
from the whole north German coast 
\The Kiel authorities are planning an- 
chorage for 150 large vessels. The 
North German Regatta society will 
open tlie boating week on June 22. 
The Imperial Yacht club will follow 
this with a series of matches lasting 
from the -J4th to the 27th. Racing will 
end on the 23th with an ocean match 
over the course to Travemeunde 


Although the Chauvinist section of 


the Frrnch press is ready with prophe- 
sies of a hi toll in the arrangements 
owing to international jealousy, the 
officials in charge at Kiel fear nothing 
of the sort. The utmost caro has been 
taken to observe every minute detail 
of etiquette and courtesy 
The in- 


tention is to make the naval parade a 
harmonious and imposing spectacle, 
creditable to every country taking part 
in it. The emperor is receiving daily 
clippings from the Paris journals, 
which are devoting space to the Kiel 
ceremonies. Ilia purpose is to get a 
good view of the sensitive spots and 
then li.y his plans so as to spare them. 


The jraperor will start for Abazzea 


about Easter week. Originally he ar- 
ranged to go in the middle of March, 
but he postponed his departure in vie w 
of the reichstag's doubtful attitude 
and the meeting of the council of 
state. 


Ambassador and Mrs Runyon (rave 


a smal 1 ball at the embassy on Thurs- 
day. 
Saturday evening they dined 


with the Brazilian minister, who en- 
tertained at the same time the full 
staffs of the American embassy and 
consulate.

ers on the Charlottcnburg tomb.

CRAZED WITH EXCITEMENT 


The PeoDl* of Weitvllle, Ind., Klcort a 


Family Ootllde the Town Limit*. 


LA POBTE, Ind., March 11.—A weird 


and unusual spectacle was witnessed 
at Westville Saturday night. A mob 
of 300 men congregated at the house 
of Ira Congdon, and with lighted 
torches escorted his entire family out- 
side the town limits. Had not wise 
counsel prevailed, a. coat of tar and 
feathers would have been given Cong- 
don and his two sons and daughters- 
in-law. 


During the early hours of the even- 


ing Cougdon became involved in a 
street brawl with a man named Louis 
Fletcher, and without provocation and 
assisted by his sons and daughter fa- 
tally wounded him. He was stabbed 
with a butcher knife and his skull 
crushed with bricks. 


The sight of the wounded man 


writhing in agony crazed the people, 
and a uiob of 300 men sought to avenge 
the bloody deed. 


When Congdon and his family had 


been disposed of the mob raided the 
house of Emerson Poston. Last Sun- 
day Poston and his paramour, Mary 
Rogers, whose husband recently mys- 
teriously disappeared, were publicly 
hung in effigy, and the mob was de- 
tei mined to tar and feather the couple. 
Poston had been warned of the fate 
which awaited him and disappeared. 
Fletcher's injuries are critical. Several 
of the Congdons were wounded. They 
were driven from their home scantily 
clad. The town is still crazed with ex- 
citement.

SEItMON ON THE ECLIPSE. 


Sunday eVeuiog the audienie room of 


the First M. E. church was crowded to 
iiear Rev. D. F. Howe's sermon on 
Totally Eclipsed by the Shadow of the 
World," suggested bj the total eclipse 
of the moon. 


The introductory was largely an in- 


structive lesson in astronomy, with

cenary character. Some children gei 
the idea into their heads that a'l their 
father lives for is money, and they are 
not sorry when he dies because then 
they will get his money.

Let the shadow come between you 


and the light and happiness is destroyed. 
Happiness is not in the things of the 
world. It is in man himself, in his disposi- 
tion. Cutting references was made to 
the worldly glory of the Castellane- 
Gould wedding, with the comment that 
with all its splendor, if the Count is any- 
thing like some of the other flunkies who 
have visited America there would be a 
divorce in nine months. It is a sad time 
when a father swaps his daughter and 
wealth for a title. Happiness is not in 
external things, not in wealth. It is in 
the man's soul. A man may be happy 
though he has but ten cents in bis 
podcet. 


Mr. Howe in closing made a closer ap- 


plication of the moon's eclipse to the 
Christian religion and extended an invi 
tatioc to those desiring to make a start 
in the right way to come forward. 


AT THE TABERNACLE.

"Who then, can be saved?'' becomes im- 
portant. Salvation is a possible thing— 
a great reality of God. It is certain the 
men who will may be saved. "Who then, 
can be saved?1' There is no assurance 
of 
salvation except that assurance 


which 
came 
through 
the 
gospel.

There are some who claim that all that 
is needed is to join a church—that it is 
a mere matter of a choice of churches. 
A man may belong to a church, and yet 
not be a Christian. He must be born 
again. He must keep the command- 
ments. _ The first con versions during the 
apoetoJic days were such. Converts had 
to be born again, and acknowledge the 
sovereignty of Christ by being buried 
with him in baptism. The Eunuch had 
to yield obedience to the commandments 
of Christ. A man may keep the com- 
mandments of Moses, and may be re- 
ligious, but this will not save a so«i un- 
less that soul publicly acknowU Iges 
Christ by^being buried with him in bap- 
tism. The divine lordship of Christ lies 
at the foundation of salvation. In the 
apostolic days men had to believe in

but to those who obey him. We are not 
saved by what we think or by adhering 
to a Creed by believing in his ordmau 
ces and in his divinity. Your faith wants 
to center in Jesus Christ. The man n ho 
believes in Christ will the next moment 
ask, "how can I be saved." Go to the 
gospel. The man who believes and is 
baptized is saved to that hour. All his 
sins are forgiven, "they are remembered 
gainst him no more forever." 
You ha\o 


another chance. Men who are sau'd 
may commit other sins. Some people 
are horrified that a church member ma\ 
sin but we must remember the weakness 
of human nature. Who can be saved' 
You can be saved. Have you sinned a 
long time? You can be aaved. Don't 
spurn the gospel of Christ.

course he introduced Mrs. Reed of Lin 
coin, Nebraska, a lady who has visited 
the famine-stricken districts of Kansas 
and Nebraska and who is soliciting aid 
for them. Mrs. Reed took the platform 
and said: 


Through the influence of members of 


this church I am permitted to address 
you, I suppose some of you would liko 
to know something of my wor,k. I have 
been over western Kansas and Nebraska 
1 went into their homes to see the dee 
titute. Some said go acd tell the pec 
pie how we are suffering. I told the 
legislature of Kansas of these destitute 
people and it promised help. 
I am 


thoroughly 
posted 
as to the suf 


ferers. These people, like other coin 
mumties, are good, bad and indifferent. 
Their crops failed for several years. In 
western Kansas where I traveled on foot 
I came to a sod house. 'I here were two 
children alone in the house; the elder 
was only seven years old. There was 
not a mouthful to eat in the house. The 
children said that mamma had gone to 
get something for them to eat. They 
were very hungry. Poor little pinched 
faces. At another place there were eev 
eral children, the eldest a girl 16 years 
old and the smallest a baby. The father 
had gathered some bones and gone to 
sell them and buy some flour. They had 
nothing to eat. At another place the 
mother and two children were dead. 
They had died before help could reach 
them—starved to death. At another 
place there was nothing to cat; the stock 
bad all been sacrificed; a cew babe had 
just beec born; the destitution was so 
pitiful the father's mind became unbal- 
anced and he killed the wife and the 
children and then himself. 


If you could see the faces of the fath- 


ers who come to the towns as I have seen 
them. Their eyes and faces showed 
their anxiety over the destitution at 
their homes on the prairies, you would 
not hesitate to help these suffering pco 
pie. Remember what Christ said:) I was 
naked and ye clothed me, 1 was hungry 
and ye gave me to eat. A contribution 
was taken at the door.

the morning when Rev. W. M. Gray 
preached. Mr. Gray used to live in De- 
calur and was a pupil of Prof. Gastuian.
